Ottawa. June 13.—A telegram 
was read In the House to-day from 
Interests In the city of Victoria. 
B.C.. by D. B. Plunkett, Conserva¬ 
tive, Victoria, urging that the W/ 2 
per cent duty on imported worsted 
yarns be relmposed. The local In¬ 
dustry there was In Jeopardy 
through the competition of Im¬ 
ported yards, lie asked Hon. J. A. 
Robb, Minister of Finance, what 
assurance he could glfe these 
people. v 

The change In the tariff on woolen 
yarn had been made after a very care¬ 
ful survey of the entire Industry. Mr. 
Robb replied. 

The mill at Victoria had been 
started after the change In the duty 
had been made, he added. 

Commenting upon Mr. Robb's state¬ 
ment, John Moore, manager of the B.C. 
Woolen Mills Limited, explained that It 
was only partly true. Financial ar¬ 
rangements for the Victoria plant had 
been completed and dismantling of 
machinery in the Old Country was well 
under way when the duty was removed, 
he said, and It was then too late to 
change the plans. Nearly one-half the 
machinery for the Victoria plant was 
at the dockyard awaiting shipment at 
the time. 

STRUGGLE 

"Had I. been aware that such condi¬ 
tions would arise, it is hardly likely 
that I would have gone ahead with the 
proposition." said Mr. Moore, admit¬ 
ting that the mill had had quite a 
struggle. One-tfilrd of the plant was 
now Idle he said, owing to the fact 
that weaving yams, which he planned 
to supply to a Vancouver firm, were 
obtainable from the Old Country at 
lower price* owing to the abolllton of 
the tax. Hosiery and knitting yarns 
were still being manufactured, how¬ 
ever. these being sifcjoct to the Im¬ 
port duty. 

Mr. Moore referred to the wage 
problem which faced the mill. 
Whereas expert spinners In the Old 
Country received only $6 a week, they 
received a minimum of $14 here. The 
industry really needed some protection, 
he concluded. 


P' Ottawa, June 13.—Discussion of

If this were true, he asked, 
was It also a fact that by shipping 
salmon to the United States, British 
Columbia fishermen could get better 
prices? 

Mr. Cardin said the prohibition of 
raw cockeye salmon exports was a fact. 
He would prepare a statement on this 
matter later.

There was a heavy fog and the plane 
could not be seen. If the plane heard 
was the Yellow Bird the Frenchmen 
were far north of the course they said 
they would follow.

London, June 12.—Liberalism 
and not Socialism must be the 
keynote of the new. British Gov¬ 
ernment's policy, or Its career will 
come to a summary end. declared 
Right Hon. David Lloyd George, 
Llherpl leader. In outlining here 
this afternoon the policy the 
Liberal Party will pursue during 
the coming session of Parliament. 
Mr. Lloyd George, who holds the 
balance of power in the new House 
of Commons, called to meet June 25., 
told a meeting of the Liberal parlia¬ 
mentary group the country had given I 
a Liberal, and not a Tory or Labor 
mandate. \ 

“We await yrlth Interest the forth¬ 
coming declaration of ministerial 
npllcy,” said Mr. Lloyd George, "but 
^ve must'declare that as far as lies In 
our power, the mandate of the Govern¬ 
ment will end when It falls to pursue 
the Liberal policies. 

"At the very hour the Ministry 
decides to become a Socialist ad¬ 
ministration Us career will end. 
For It has no authority from the 
nation to embark upon Socialistic 
experiments. It could only then 
he kept In power by Tory votes or 
Tory Indulgence.

Opponents to Vancouver 
Waterfront Have No Special 
Rights, He Says 

Arguments presented to Hon. F. P. 
Burden. Minister of Lands, by A. K. 
H. Macfarlape and associates in his 
company, the Vancouver Terminals 
Limited, against the application of the 
Vancouver Park Board for the use of 
8panlsh Banks for bathing purposes, 
were characterized to-day by T. D. Pat- 
tullo, former Minister of Lands, as 
false in so far as they refer to his 
actions at the time he was a member 
of the former Government. 

Mr. Macfarlane and his associates 
are opposing the granting of the five 
miles of foreshore at Point Grey to 
the city of Vancouver on the grounds 
that It would obliterate five miles of 
the most accessible waterfront of 
Vancouver for deep sea traffic. 

In their argument to the Minister 
of Lands they assert the foreshore was 
staked for Industrial purposes in 1909 
under the advice of W. J. Bowser. K.C. 
They claim that years ago plans w ere 
made at the suggestion of T. D. Pat- 
tullo, then Minister of Lands, for a 
round table conference at Victoria 
with representatives of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool, the C.N.R.. the C.P.R. and 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
Railway to dlscusa the technical de¬ 
tails of deep sea terminals, 

"My attention has been drawn to 
argument published In the press, os¬ 
tensibly submitted by A. K. H. Mac- 
forlane and associates, to the Minis¬ 
ter of Lands. In respect of Spanish 
Banks foreshore," Mr. Pattullo said to¬ 
day. 

"Reference therein Is made to my 
own action, or lack of action, in re¬ 
spect of the application. Statements 
made are false. 

"Whether 8panish Banks should be 
developed Industrially is a matter for 
the city. In co-operation with the rail¬ 
ways and the people generally, to con¬ 
sider.

"May I express my wannest appreciation of your message to-day. I, too, 
look forward with much pleasure to the renewal of our co-operation lu imperial 
nnd International matters of common interest. I very cordially share your 
j - mat the alms and Ideals which we cherish In common may thereby be 
Iliiueilully furthered."

Livingstone. Northern Rhodesia—By 
Mall—Considerable interest has been 
aroused h£re by the announcement 
that the capital of Northern Rhodesia 
Is to be moved from Livingstone. The 
new site probably will be near Chll- 
anga, which Is Just off the railway 
north of the broad Kafue River, about 
eighty miles south of Broken Hill, neai 
Lusaka. 

Livingstone—so named after the 
missionary explorer David Livingstone 
—the present capital of Northern 
Rhodesia, is seven miles by railway 
from the Victoria Falls. It Is near the 
north bank of the Zambezi River, and 
has been for a considerable time the 
seat of the administration of Northern 
Rhodesia. It has a white population 
of about 800. In certain quarters It 
has been held that Livingstone, being 
at the extreme southern end of North¬ 
ern Rhodesia, was Inconveniently sit¬ 
uated as the capital of the territory, 
nnd It ma ybe recalled that the first 
administrative centre was at Kalomo, 
some seventy miles farther north. 
Hitherto, however, these objections 
have not been thought sufficient to 
outweigh the removal of the head-! 
quarters from Livingstone. But In the 
last two years mining development In 
the northern part of the territory has 
been rapid, and the need for a more 
centrally situated capital has been re¬ 
cognized. Chllanga Is a wayside sta¬ 
tion some 4,000 feet above sea level, 
and there Is room for the building of 
a town on virgin ground. Lusaka, the 
next station north of Chllanga, Is a 
thriving farming centre with about 
530 Inhabitants. In the neighborhood 
gold and copper have been found.

amounting to $9,940,781 in the lait fiscal year. The 
value of bananas imported was $5,571,521; of 
lemons $1,470,633; of grapefruit $941,523, and 
pineapple*, $524,489. Other fruits imported^ in sub¬ 
stantial quantities the Dominion is producing in dif¬ 
ferent sections. In the last year, for instance, the 
value of .apples imported from the United States was 
$1,124,839; of apricots from the same source, 
$140,937; of grapes from the United States, United 
Kingdom and Spain, $1,189,124; of melons, $498,- 
731 ; peaches, $663,062; pears, $928,565; plums, 
$544,055, and strawberries, $832,018, as well as 
quantities of cherries, blackberries, gooseberries, rasp¬ 
berries, cranberries and currants. 

The apple is outstandingly the first Canadian 
fruit and is capable of production over a wide area. 
Possibilities in the recognized apple-growing sectors 
are far from being plumbed, while it has definitely 
been ascertained that these could be considerably 
added t6. It is freely predicted that apple orchards 
will in time be the rule instead of the exception on the 
farms of the Prairie Provinces as efforts to produce 
by cross-polleofoation differerff varieties which can be 
successfully grown in this territory are meeting with 
increasing success. At the present time, in a repre¬ 
sentative year, British Columbia accounted for about 
38 per cent of the Canadian commercial apple crop, 
Nova Scotia about 32 per cent, Ontario about 24 per 
cent, Quebec about 3.5 per cent, and New Bruns¬ 
wick about 1 per cent. About 35 per cent of the crop 
is exported and of exports the United Kingdom ab¬ 
sorbs nearly 90 per cent. There are at the same time 
established markets in the United States, British South 
Africa, Denmark, Netherlands, Newfoundland, New 
Zealand and Sweden. 

The pear-groping regions of Canada are the 
Okanagan Valley of British Columbia and the 
Niagara district of Ontario. This Province, more¬ 
over, is responsible for the apjjcot crop. British Co¬ 
lumbia and Ontario share in the plum and prune crop, 
and the same two provinces are commercial producers 
of cherries. Nova Scotia makes a third with these 
two in the commercial production of pears. Ontario 
accounts for almost the entire production of grapes, 
though British Columbia has a small commercial pro¬ 
duction. There is no exportation of these fruits, but 
on the contrary an importation, in many cases quite 
large.

MACDONALD AND WORLD PEACE

1I7HAT EFFECT WILL THE BRITISH 

vf elections and Mr. Ramsay MacDonald’s 
triumph have on disarmament and world peace? 
The answer is that if the new Prime Minister even 
shall partially implement his pre-election promises, 
his regime may see the greatest advance since 1918. 

Some of Mr. MacDonald’s promises were: 
Definite action to end competitive naval construction, 
complete recognition of Germany as an equal and 
friendly state, maintenance of friendship with France 
and the seeking of her immediate co-operation in the 
reduction of armaments, recognition of Russia as a 
wise economic move, and the signing by Britain of 
the optional clause of the League of Nations to out¬ 
law war. 

The British vote shows that Mr. MacDonald 
was supported, not only by a majority of the plain 
folk, but by a very powerful section of the business 
world, the so-called middle classes, the professional 
people and a fair sprinkling of what is known as the 
old aristocracy. Everybody wants peace, reduction 
of taxation, increased trade and a solution of the un¬ 
employment problem—and the voting shows that the 
people of Britain seem to believe that MacDonald 
will find a solution for thesq,, difficulties. 

Obviously, naval disarmament will be the first 
problem to be tackled, as the suggestion of the Prime 
Minister’s visit to President Hoover implies. Mr. 
MacDonald, however, frequently has stated that he 
will take no action which in any way would imperil 
national security; but he has just as firmly declared 
that he will do his utmost to bring about immediate 
cessation in competitive naval construction. And the 
time seems opportune for such a move. President 
Hoover—although nothing official so far has been 
undertaken—will welcome both Premier MacDonald 
and Premier King at Washington for a frank dis¬ 
cussion of this subject and all it involves. 

The chief hope of such a conference is that the 
main issue will not be clouded or its purpose nullified 
by the wrangling of experts, and their insistence on 
safeguards and technicalities, but that the two great 
powers will try to discover a practical way of re¬ 
lieving their peoples of a huge burden of taxation by 
killing, once and for all, the idea of competitive naval 
construction. One thing is certain, Mr. MacDonald 
will tolerate no dictation from any big navy party 
in his own country; and if Mr. Hoover is of the same 
mind—as he appears to be—real progress in disarma¬ 
ment may be looked for. 

It must be admitted that the new Premier’s stand 
in regard ttf Germany and France is a wise one, be¬ 
cause it tends towards the peace of the world. It is 
impossible to have peace if the sores of war are to 
be aggravated. Germany’s army and navy have been 
reduced to an impotent condition, and the majority 
of that country’s people are for peace. The elections 
last year furnished an indication of the attitude of 
the masses. Their votes, once again, demonstrated an 
anti-jingo frame of mind. France, moreover, cannot 
rightly pretend that she is menaced by Germanic in¬ 
vasion, or that there is any justification for the con¬ 
tinued maintenance of her huge standing army, or 
the presence of a portion of that army in the Rhine¬ 
land. Both countries need permanent peace as much 
as does Britain, and powerful parties in both nations 
will be ready to stand behind Premier MacDonald’s 
constructive and friendly proposals. 

It may be said that there will be no great oppo¬ 
sition to the official recognition of the Soviet Govern¬ 
ment so long as that Government agrees to drop its 
campaign of revolutionary propaganda against con¬ 
stituted authority in Britain and the British Do¬ 
minions. This does not mean that there is any liking 
for the Soviet form of Government in the ranks of 
British Labor—which was shown bv the decisive de¬ 
feat of the Communist Party in the elections—but 
the Laborites naturally are wondering whether, after 
all, it is wise indefinitely to ignore 150,000,000 
people, or neglect the chance of developing business

CANADA MARCHES ON 

In all departments of her business and Industrial 
life Canada continues to forge ahead. Statistical proof 
of this Is found In a bulletin Just Issued by the 
Federal Department of Trade and Commerce. An upward 
movement ln employment Is Indicated In tabulated 
reports provided by G.636 firms which show additions 
to their working staffs of 49.449 persons. This Implies 
an increase ln employment, as compared with the same 
period last year, of more than nine per cent. Manu¬ 
facturing, construction and transportation contributed 
largely to this advance, but Important gains are also 
noted In mining, trade, services and communications. 
All provinces share In the Increase in employment, but 
Ontario and Quebec registered the largest gain. In 
this Province the expansion noted as of May 1 was the 
largest recorded since the keeping of records was begun 
ln 1920. 22,355 persons being added to the forces of 
3,003 firms co-operating ln the aecurlng of statistics. 
General Improvement was recorded ln Quebec, with 
employers reporting large additions to staffs. Heightened 
activity was noted throughout the Prairie Provinces, 
with the greatest advance In construction work. The 
Maritime Provinces are ln line with the general Im¬ 
provement, and report advances ln construction «md 
manufacturing, especially in lumber and fish-preserving 
plants. 

These figures Indicate that Canada Is continuing 
steadily and surely on the upgrade. Confidence and 
optimism are everywhere evident; and no better proof 
of this can be advanced than the spirit ln which 
threatened tariff increases ln the United 8tates are 
viewed in this country Time was when such announce¬ 
ment would have caused considerable consternation. 
Now a self-reliant people merely turn to the greater 
development of intra-Empire trade and go on with 
their business affairs.

FRUIT PRODUCTION 


W ITH A COMMERCIAL FRUIT PRO- 

duclion reaching a value of nearly $20,000,- 
000 in Canada must certainly be considered a fruit¬ 
growing country. Yet while the Dominion’s produc¬ 
tive possibilities along this line cover a very wide range, 
the apple crop accounts for about sixty per cent of the 
value of all fruit production and over eighty per cent 
of the export value. Canada is importing fruit to a 
much heavier extent than she exports. A good part of 
this cannot be avoided since there are varieties the 
Dominion is not capable of producing, but at the same 
time Canada is importing large quantities of fruits she 
is able to, and does, produce on a commercial scale. 
The situation is eloquent of the wide latitude yet 
existing for fruit growing in Canada and opportunity 
for engagement in it. 

The export of Canadian fruit in 1928 had a 
value of $5,573,002, as compared with $5,658,903 
in the previous year. It was made up almost entirely 
of apples, which had a value of $4,471,297. as com¬ 
pared with $4,329,425. Against this imports of fruits 
stood at $36,610,059, as compared with $33,261.- 
672 in the previous year. Of these fruits introduced 
into the country fresh fruits accounted for $26,356.- 
603, against $24,318,881 in the previous year ; dried 
fruits for $6,309,144. against $5,876,206; and pre¬ 
served fruits for $3,744,380, against $2,872,588. 
Also to be considered in connection with these in view 
of Canadian possibility were nuts to the value of $5,- 
315.996. as against $4,973.564. 

Many of the fruits listed Canada is. of course, not 
capable of producing.

In case of their 
own premature death, their children 
will be provided for In our Child-City 
of Mooseheart. at Mooaeheart, Illinois, 
or In case of misfortune In their old 
age. they themselves will find a home 
In our refuge for the elderly and In¬ 
firm at Mooaehaven, Florida. 
PHILANTHROPISTS 

"Yet since few of us ever really ex¬ 
pect to die early or to become depend¬ 
ent in old age. our members like to 
feel Instead that by Joining the Moose 
they become philanthropists, that our 
endeavor to care for dependent child¬ 
ren Is a worth-while effort toward 
which they are glad to contribute In 
the way of yearly dues to the order. 

"The signs of the .times," Mr. Davis 
continues. "Indicate that the ideal fra¬ 
ternity of the future will be a strictly 
business proposition. Its members will 
be ready to serve with monetary funds 
or what time they may be able to af¬ 
ford. but that service will be In the 
cause of humanity generally rather 
than In the selfish, limited field of 
closed fraternallsm. as it has been. 
The Ideal brotherhood will have a 
central office with paid officers to 
take eare of the routine.

YorkJtayices; Africa Maru Arrives With Heavy 
Cargonrcluding 3,882 Bales of Silk. 


Oapt. Oscar Brown and Thirty-two Members of Crew of 
Ss. Eastern Belle Return Here After Delivering 
Ship at Vladivostok; Other Freighters Are En 
Route to Siberian Port. 


Dlescl-englned ships of large 
tonnage, now building In Japan, 
will be completed early next year 
lor the Osaka Nhosen Kulsha ser¬ 
vices on the Pacific, It wus an¬ 
nounced. to-day by Capt. Ayi 
Kobuyushl, commander of the liner 
Africa Maru, which reached port 
early to-day from the Orient. 

Two vessels of 10.000 tons each, of 
the Internal-combustion type, arc 
rc.pldly approaching completion in 
Japanese shipyards for the South 
American service of the company, said 
Capt. Kobayashl. 

Four other ships or 8.000 tons each, 
also of the Diesel class, are completing 
for the New York trade. The South 
American ships, are designed for the 
passenger and freight service, while the 
New York boats are purely freighters. 

The Osaka Shosen Kalsha Is con¬ 
centrating upon the development of 
Its services with Brazil, to which coun¬ 
try there la at present a large Japanese 
migration. 

BROUGHT LARGE CARGO 
The Africa Maru brought In a large 
cargo from the Orient this voyage.

York. The engines ran like clockwork, 
said Mr. Mednek to-day In speaking 
of the passage of the Eastern Belle, 
after her long lay-over In the “bone- 
yard.” The trip fnom New York to 
Vladivostok totaled 10.250 miles. 


Othpr Items on the ship’s manifest 
were elghty-slx tubs of live gold fish. 
4 508 cases of porcelain. 11.598 bales of 
straw rugs and 530 tons of Soya bean 
oil, the latter shipment being handled 
In the ship’s deep tanks. 

Capt. Kobayashl reported some fog.

Nanaimo, June 13.—Representa¬ 
tives or boards of trade from all 
< over Vancouver Island gathered 
here yesterduy to discuss the ques¬ 
tion of game fishing on Vancouver 
Island. After a lengthly conference 
In which several angles of the mat¬ 
ter were thrashed out, a pro¬ 
gramme of recommendations was 
drawn up for presentation at the 
conference of the Associated Boards 
of Trade of Vancouver Island to be 
held In Victoria July 11. 

Major R. G. Montelth, Capt. W. E. 
Tayley. H. D. Patterson and J. L. Beck¬ 
with were among the delegates present 
from Victoria and advanced suggestions 
along several lines. 

Following Is a list of recommenda¬ 
tions agreed upon for submission to 
the Victoria conference: 

Establishment of new dates for the 
closed seasons on steelhead trout and 
lake trout. 

Redefining of the Crofton sea area, 
Chemalnus Bay, for the purpose of ex¬ 
cluding seine and othc/ commercial 
fishermen and preserving the ground 
for sport and fish conservation. 

Establishment of a rearing and nur¬ 
sery pond at the Cowlchan Lake hatch¬ 
eries. 

Increase of the fish officers In the 
Cowlchan district. 

That the Department of Fisheries be 
asked to experiment with brown.trout 
In the Cowlchan River. 

That the length of fish which could 
be legally caught be made ten Inches 
Instead of eight. 

That Merganser ducks be systemati¬ 
cally destrojed Just before the nest¬ 
ing season. 

And a revision of new regulations 
governing grilse fishing to allow greater 
catches. 

GRILSE FISHING 

Victoria delegates manifested con¬ 
siderable Interest In grilse fishing. 

Mr. Patterson felt that the regula¬ 
tions should define exactly what a 
grilse was and moreover the limit of 
catch should be raised. A weight of 
two and one-half pounds, with the 
head Intact, should constitute a grilse, 
he maintained. Major L. T. Ratary. 
of Duncan, the chslt-man, and Mr. 
Beckwith also Joined In the discussion 
and It was finally decided to recom¬ 
mend that the catch be ten grilse to a 
man, five salmon of different types 
and twenty to one boat. 

Discussing the recommendations 
that the closed season on steelhead 
trout be from March l to December 16. 
Major Montelth pointed out that 
steelhead on the east coast of the 
Island started to spawn after March 1 
and were no good. Many steelhead 
caught around that time were found 
ready to spawn and the stock was thus 
depleted. The motion was endorsed 
with the amendment that the season 
cover the entire coa3t. 

CLOSED SEASON 

The closed season on lake trout 
should be from October 15 to March 25. 
It will be recommended. Capt. Tapley 
wished March 20 as the opening date 
but It was pointed out that the early 
opening date on trout was causing a 
rapid decrease in the stock. 

Throughout the conference, the gen¬ 
eral feeling was for preservation of 
fish stock and It was with this Idea 
In view that the resolution seeking the 
redefining of the Crofton sea area wa3 
adopted. The closing of the entire bay 
to commercial fishermen was recom¬ 
mended despite protests of J. M. Rudd, 
of Nanaimo, who claimed such a ruling 
would Injure the Nanaimo fish can¬ 
nery business.

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Chile Soon To Have 
New Steel Industry 


Santiago. Chile— By Mall—While thej 
government has tor some time been 
desirous ot promoting the steel indus¬ 
tary In Chile and has been studying 
measures through which to achieve 
the aim. Congress has Just approved 
a law offering facilities ln this direc¬ 
tion and authorizing the president to 
Invest 40.000,000 pesos on account of 
the state treasury ln shares of the 
Ccmpanlz Electro-Slderurglca de Valdi¬ 
via. a company being established with 
a capital of 60.000.000 pesos. 

This move Is highly praised by the 
piess of the country, as Chile has im¬ 
portant iron mines and her water re¬ 
sources place her in an excellent posi¬ 
tion to produce steel electrically at low 
cost. 

The prlnlcpal source of Iron ore wli. 
be the Tofo mines. In addition. Chile 
can furnish the necessary coal and 
I wood fuel. Corral already has an In¬ 
stallation of electric steel furnaces 


that are the most modern of their 
kind. Chile will thus be ln a position 
to produce laminated steel and iron 
for her numerous industries, which 
hitherto have used imported products 
to the extent of 100.000 tons annually. 
Until recently most pf her Iron ores 
tai-ve been exported and finished steel 
ana Iron Imported.
